President Charles L. Henry has just 
recently returned from San Francisco, 
where he went in the interest of the 
company, his mission being reported 
to be*an attempt to interest western 
financiers in the enterprise 
“ The News made an effort to con­ 
firm the report today, and put itself in 
telephone 
communication with offi­ 
cials of the company at KushvUle. 
They were unable to say, however, 
just what would be done in the mat­ 
ter. 
“ Now that it is absolutely certain 
that the line will be bnilt, Conners 
vilie jieople sincerely liojie that its 
construction will not be delayed.” 
The Republican, too, made an effort 
to confirm the report today, but noth­ 
ing could be teamed.

The question has arisen how* Govern­ 
or Hanly, in his desire for law en­ 
forcement, will be 
able to coutrol 
conditions in cities that do not have 
metropolitan boards or nolice com­ 
missioners. 
In 
Anderson, 
Elkhart, 
Eiwood, 
Hammond, 
J effersonvile, 
Kokomo, 
Lafayette, 
Logansport, 
Michigan City, Muncie, Marion, New 
Albany, Richmond ami Vincennes, the 
Governor, by his pow*er of appoint­ 
ment of the police commissioners, can 
“ keep the lid on tight.” 
It is pretty 
generally understood that the Govern­ 
or will make the attempt to better 
conditions 
in the other cities and 
towns if it lies within his pow*er in­ 
directly. 
In speaking about the matter of law* 
enforcement in the smaller commun 
ities, Governor Hanly said that ,as 
Governor of the State lie had no di­ 
rect authority to interfere in local 
affairs so long as there was no breach 
of peace which the local officers were 
unable 
to suppress. 
‘‘The enforce­ 
ment of police regulations in these 
communities 
rests 
primarily 
with 
those charged with local administra­ 
tion,” said the Governor. 
“ The im­ 
proved moral 
tone throughout the 
State, the growing desire for better 
citizenship, I lidrpe, will be sufficient 
to bring about the enforcement of the 
law. 
It is as much the duty of every 
private citizen to encourage law en­ 
forcement, first by obedience to law 
on his part, and second, by word and 
personal influence as it is the dnty of 
those charged with the law’s adminis­ 
tration. 
Public officials 
are public 
servants, and when the public ex press­ 
es an earnest desire for a particular 
policy, public officials are very likely 
to make prompt 
and favorable re­ 
sponses.” 
It is pointed out in this connection 
also that although the Governor can­ 
not 
ex ert and 
direct inflneuce on 
many communities, yetjlie can domin­ 
ate indirectly, in^that any prosector, 
who bad anv care for his political 
future would hesitate before going con­ 
trary to the known desires of the 
Governor. 
It is thought that by this 
indireefc'influence the Governor will 
be able to carry bis policy of law en­ 
forcement into all ¡corners 
of 
the 
State. 
The presence in the Governor’s office 
within the last few'davs of the police 
judge appointee« that Governor Hanly 
made last week raised the question as 
to wbother this did not mean that lie 
was giving them a preliminary talk as 
to how he ex pected them to see that 
tne laws were enforced. 
Invesvtiga- 
tion proved, however, that the little 
heart to'heart talks were held before 
he made appointments. 
“ I appointed 
no man as city judge whom I did 
not believe to be in sympathy with 
the administration’s efforts at law en­ 
forcement. 
And I have every confi­ 
dence in the men appointed, and ex ­ 
pect them by their administration to

Paris, April 21.—Acting upon in­ 
structions from his government, Dr. 
Motono, 
the J apanese minister to 
France, called on Foreign Minister 
Oeicas.se last evening and submitted 
representations on behalf of the J ap­ 
anese 
government 
concerning 
the 
presence of the Russian Pacific squad- 
roln iu Kamranh bay. An official com­ 
munication issued after the meeting 
states that Minister Motono’s action 
had not the character of a formal pro­ 
test against alleged violation of neu­ 
trality, but was to obtain assurances 
that France would observe strict neu­ 
trality. 
Notwithstanding the official 
version, it is evident that th£ inten­ 
tion and effect of Minister Motono’s 
action is in the nature of a protest. 
Foreign Minister Delcasse respond­ 
ed to the representations by the J ap­ 
anese minister by pointing out the 
precautions heretofore taken to pre­ 
serve neutrality and the special in­ 
structions recently sent to the gover­ 
nor general of Indo-China concerning 
continued care to preserve neutrality. 
M. Delcasse’s assurances sought to 
allay the apprehensions of J apan, 
wh ich he main tain ed had not been 
justified by any specific facts. 
The ex act terms o f J apan’s repre­ 
sentations have not been disclosed, 
h u t it is « n d e-sto o d 
that while having 
the usual courteous form of diplom 
ary. th ey set fo rth that serious ap­ 
p reh en sio n s h ad b een 
aroused b y the 
stay of the Ru ssian warships » n Kam 
ranh bay, and the urgent desire that 
French neutrality be placed beyond 
doubt. 
The terms of the French re­ 
sponse. although *cot given out. tend 
to give ample assurances upon aU the 
questions raised.

Petitions for additional routes to the 
number of 4521 are pending.

2450 as against 2213 at the last report). 
Ohio has moved up into second place, 
with 216! as against 1816. 
Iowa held 
second place ten months ago, with 
1863, and now 
has 
2038. 
Indiana 
comes fourth, with 189 4, as against 
1659 . 
The Ninth Indiana district lias more 
rural routes than any other Congres­ 
sional district iu the country, having 
a total of 201. 
The Eighth Indiana 
conies second with 189 . 
Indiana comes 
nearer having a complete rural ser­ 
vice than any other State, with a to­ 
tal for the State of 189 4. 
Tiie other 
States having a large 
number 
of 
routes are as follows: 
Pennsylvania, 1679 £ New York, 1611; 
Michigan, 159 4; Missiouri, 1544; Kan­ 
sas, 1367; Wisconsin, 1303; Tennessee, 
1231; Tex as, 
1181; Minnesota 
1141. 
Nevada has but one route; New Mex i­ 
co but three ami Wyoming but five. 
The ruraljserviee lias not as yet been 
ex tended to the insular possessions of 
the United States. 
During the past 
year a petition was received for the 
establishment of one route in Hawaii, 
out of Honolulu, but it was 
reported 
on adversely. 
The 
nex t two years, 
however will probably witness the ex ­ 
tension of the service to parts of Porto 
| Rico, and possibly to Hawaii and the 
Philippines.
